For 
this task he prepared himselt by a study 
of the sciences at Rome, where he was or- 
dained and sent upon bis mission 17 Pope Si. 
Celestine. Like Paul upon the Hill of Mars, 
Patrick preached the dogmas of Christianity 
to the Druids and the people of 
Ireland. Their conversion was unique. Be- 
fore the death of St. PatricE churches 
established in every part of the 
island, whence missionaries and scholars 
issued to convert and enlighten the 
nations on the continent of Europe. 
The Archbishop spoke of the depth of the 
faith of the Irish and pratsed the devotion to 
religion of the Irish Americans. He said that 
they should be proud of their ancestry, asa 
man who was ashamed of his irish birth 
lacked character. He hoped that Ireland 
would again be a nation and that St. Patrick 
would watch over the children of Erin 
wherever they might be. Among the 
priests present were: Frs. Ziegler, O'Leary, 
Brennan, Canning, Cooney, Arthur O’Rellly 
and O’Loughlin of Rolla. ‘ihe choir was 
under the direction of Miss Jennie Ryrnes, 
tne organist.

SERGT. SCHMITGENS DEAD. 


A Well-Hnown Police Officer Carried Off 
by Pneumonia. 


This morning at 4:15 o’clock Sergt. Frank 
Schmittgens ofthe Second District died at 
the family residence, 2727 Wyoming street, 
atter a brief iliness, having suffered from an 
attack of typhoid-pneumonila. For a few days 
previous to March 9 Sergt. Schmittgens 
was not in good health and on the 9th inst. 
was obliged to lay off. He lapsed into un- 
consciousness and for three days was vio- 
lently delirious. Last Tuesday he rallied and 
regained his consciousness, but for the 
pasttwodays he again had sinking spells. 
Last evening all hope of his re- 
covery was lost by his physicians 
and the members of his family. 


He finally died at 4:15 this a. m., surrounded 
by his family and several brother officers. 
Sergt. Schmittgens was one of the oldest, 
most popular and efficient officers of the city. 
He joined the Police Department on July 17, 
1869, and served in the capacity of patrol- 
man until Sept. 9, 1874, when he was 
promoted to the rank of 
geant. In 1877, when the 
and charter was adopted 
the county and the city were separated, a 
custodian of the jail, which had previously 
been under the control of the County Sheriff, 
was provided for. This was an emergency 
which had to be acted upon iorthwith, and 
the Police Department was drawn upon for 
the jailer and guards. Sergt.Scumittgens was 
chosen jailer. After he had been in this office 
about a yearthe then Chief of Detectives 
was under suspension and fergt. Schmitt- 
gens was taken from the jail command and 
assigned to duty as Chief of Detectives under 
Chief xennett. He remained in this position 
until a successor to ex-Chief Burke was 
named when he proceeded to do police duty 
in the Central District, Frank {Watkins be- 
coming Chief of Detectives. Sergt. 
Schmitkins’ extraordinary intelligence 
and food [judgment soon impressed 
his superiors with the advisability of placing 
him behind the desk as Sergeant in charge of 
the station, and for many years past he 
served the Police Department in this capac- 
ity. About four years ago he was transferred 
to the Second District as Office Sergeant. 
About a year ago his first physical trouble 
developed. A fruit stone which he had acel- 
dentally swallowed gave him a great deal of 
trouble, and he had to be operated upon. He 
recovered and remained healthy until this 
recent fatal illness. He was 52 years old, and 
leaves a widow and several grown children. 


YELLOW FEVER’S RAVAGES. 


On Board the United States Ehip Ranger 
—The GCurgeon Dead. 


San DIEGO, Cal., March 17.—Officers of the 
steamer Progresso reported that when the 
steamer left the United States ship Ranger in 
Port La Libertad, Salvador, on Feb. 24, the 
surgeon of the vessel had died of the yellow 
fever and the services of a surgeon of that 
port were secured with difficulty at a salary 
of $25 gold per day. 

There was much sickness along the coast 
and several of the Ranger’s men were dan- 
gerously ill. The Ranger was coming lelsure- 
ly northward and will not arrive at this port 
for some weeks.

A FORTUNATE DECISION. 


The news that Gov. Waite has decided to 
submit his dispute in the matter of the 
Police Commissioners of Denver to the 
Supreme Court and to cease his efforts to 
enforce his will at the point of the bayo- 
net is welcome to all friends of republican 
government. 3 

The Governor has narrowly escaped a 
terrible blunder which would have 
brought infamy upon himself, ruin and 
misery to Denver and disgrace to the State 
of Colorado. Without reference to the 
merits of the dispute and the conduct of 
his opponents his action must be con- 
demned as wholly wrong. No wrong 
doing on their part would justify his arbi- 
trary use of executive power and the mili- 
tary arm of the State in disregard of the 
Constitution and laws and the authority of 
the legally constituted tribunals. 

There can be little doubt that the Repub- 
lican ringsters have given great provoca- 
tion to the Populist officials who have 
attempted to uproot their power 
in Colorado. But Gov. Waite’s 
method of carrying out his pur- 
poses is indefensible. His utterances 
in his own defense as well as his whole 
course merely serve to show his lack of 
judgment and ignorance of the institu- 
tions and laws he is charged with guard- 
ing and enforcing. He seems to be one of 
those ill-informed and ill- regulated per- 
sons who look upon a little brief authority 
as a mandate from heaven to crush all op- 
position regardless of laws and conse- 
quences. \ 

This Denver incident will probably be 
used to give point to scornful charges 
that government by democracy is 
a failure. Those who make this 
use of it will show less judg- 
ment if possible than the man who is 
responsible forit. The sole cause of the 
danger was the unwise action of a foolish 
person. This may happen in any form of 
government and the moral pointed by the 
outcome is that there is no form of gov- 
ernment in which the interests of the peo- 
ple are less menaced by the capers of mad-

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REPUBLICAN OPPORTUNITY. 


If the Republicans propose to employ 
obstructive tactics in the Senate Finance 
Committee to prevent early action on the 
tariff bill they will show very little politi- 
cal sense. 

As the bill stands now it is a Democratic 
measure, It was originated and passed in 
a Democratid House and amended in the 
Senate to suit the views and interests of a 
cabal of Democratic Senators. It is now 
an incoherent mass of contradictions, but 
the party must accept it as the best that 
can be had in existing conditions in the 
way of reform.

open the markets of the world 
to the producing masses. Three years be-

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are willing to accept relief from any party 
that offers it. Some Republicans and 
Populists with Republican education un- 
derstand this, particularly in the new 
States of the Northwest, If they are wise 
they will let the bill go through and then 
adopt the policy of the Tory party of Eng- 
land under Sir Robert Peel, when that 
astute politician caught the Whigs bath- 
ing and ran away with their clothes. 


A Casz IN POINT. 

THE WORLD of the 14th contains a de- 
tailed history of the Sugar Trust, which 
reads like a tale from fairyland. 

Although this great monopoly is now 
pleading for Government aid to save it 
from utter destruction, it has since its or- 
ganization, fourteen years ago, divided 
profits amounting to §370,000,000 over and 
above what would have been the legiti- 
mate rate of return recognized in competi- 
tive business. It is now in possession of 
plants belonging to twenty-three com- 
panies, of which ten are aban- 
doned and dismantled. Thousands of 
laborers have been turned adrift and in 
those refineries which are still operated 
Americans have been discharged to make 
room for Poles, Hungarians and Italians. 
Trust sugar is sold in England against the 
product of France and Germany, which is 
aided by a bounty paid by those Govern- 
ments. The capitalization is six times the 
actual investment, but inspite of this 
large dividends are paid with clock-like 
regularity. 

This is the most influential monopoly at 
present in politics. It obstructs legisla- 
tion, corrupts Congressmen, dictates par- 
ty policies and owns some of the most con- 
spicuous men in public lite. It is now en- 
gaged in a desperate attempt to defeat the 
will of the people expressed by overwhelm- 
ing majorities in two elections; and there 
is every reason to believe that it will be 
successful, 

The rotten condition of public morality, 
of which this scandal is one of the mani- 
festations, is the direct consequence of 
mixing private and public business. The 
sugar interest, the iron interest, the coal, 
wool, cotton, copper, whisky and every 
other productive enterprise with money 
enough to fee an advocate are scrambling 
for special advantages. What they at first 
humbly begged for as a favor they now 
demand as a right and employ all means, 
fair or foul, to procure. 

The end of it all cannot belong post- 
poned. Either we are to have a pluto- 
cratic paternalism, in which the whole 
product of industry is to be surrendered to 
the few, who will keep the workers alive 
by degrading charity, or we shall return 
tothe pure Democracy contemplated by 
Jefferson—a Government to insure the lib- 
erties, prosperity and equal rights of all. 
There is no middle course. We must choose 
between these two.

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HIS NEGLECT BROUGHT ABOUT Mn. 
BOATNER’S RESOLUTION. 


—_——_——— 


It Directs the President to Employ 
Special Counsel and Have Suits 
Brought to Recover Misappropriated 
Funds—The Department of Justice to 
Be Ignored in the Proceedings— 
Efforts by Olney’s Friends. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 17.—The fallure 
of Atty-Gen. Olney to obey the laws -provid- 
ing for the regulation of the Pacific Rau- 
roads, which has resulted in the introduction 
of a joint resolution by Representative 
Boatner of Louisiana directing the President 
to employ special counsel and to have suits 
brought without the agency of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, to recover funds illegally 
appropriated, has provoked a controversy in 
Congress that may have far-reaching conse- 
quences. 

The triends of the Attorney-General are al- 
ready at work to defeat the purpose of the 
resolution, and if their present plans do not 
miscarry they will be able todo so. Mr. Ol- 
ney’s private interest in preventing the 
bringing of Government suits at this time is 
well understood here, and it was largely with 
this fact in view that Mr. Boatner provided 
in his resolution that the Department of 
Justice should have nothing whatever to do 
with the action to be taken. 

As the legal aaviser of certain of the stock 
holders of the Union Pacific Railroad, Mr. 
Olney would not, Mr. Boatner feared, prove 
a zealous prosecutor of the delinquent road. 
When Atty.-Gen, Olney came into of- 
fice, just a year ago, he found upon the stat- 
ute books the following law, which had 
never been amended, except to extend its 
provisions and emphasize the duty of the 
Attorney-General. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S DUTY. 

Sec. 4. That the Attorney-General shall 
cause a suit in equity to be instituted in the 
name of the United States against the Union 
Pacific Railroad Co. and against all persons 
who may in their own names or through any 
agents have subscribed for or received cap- 
ital stock in said road which stock has not 
been paid forin fullin money, or may have 
received as dividends or otherwise portions 
of the capital stock of said road, or 
the proceeds or avails thereof, or 
other properties of said road, un 
lawfully and contrary to equity, or who 
may have received as profits or proceeds of 
contracts for construction, or equipments of 
said road, or other contracts therewith, 
moneys or other properties whieh ought, ia 
equity, to belong to said railroad corpora- 
tion, or who may, under pretense of having 
complied with the acts to which this is an 
addition, have wrongfully and unlawfully 
received from the United States bonds, 
moneys or lands which ought, in equity, to 
be accounted forand paid to said railroad 
company or to the United States 
and to compel payment for 
said stock, and the collection 
and payment of such money, and the resto- 
ration of property or its value, either to said 
railroad corporation or to the United States, 
whichever shall in equity be held entitled 
thereto. Said suit may be brought in the 
Circuit Court in any circuit, and all said 
parties may be made defendants in one sult. 
Decrees may be entered and enforced against 
any one or more parties defendant without 
awaiting the final termination of 
the causes against other parties. 
The court where sald cause is 
pending may make such orders and decrees 
and issue such process as shall be necessary 
to bringin new parties or the representa- 
tives of parties deceased or to carry into 
effect the purposes of this act. On filing the 
bill writs of subpoena may be issued by said 
court against any parties defendant, which 
writ shall run into any district, and shall be 
served, as other like process, by the marshal 
of said district. The books, records, cor- 
respondence and other documents of the 
Union Pacific Rallroad Co. shall at 
all times be open to inspection 
by the Secretary of the Treasury or such 
persons as he may delegate for that purpose. 
The laws of the United States providing for 
proceedings in bankruptcy shall not apply 
to said corporation. No dividends shall 
hereafter be made by said company but 
from the actual net earnings thereof, and 
no new stock shall be issued, or mort- 
gages or pledges made on the property or 
future earnings of the company, without 
leave of Cohgress, except for the purpose of 
funding and securing the debt now existing 
or renewals thereof. No director or 
ofmficer of said road shall here- 
after be interested, directly or 
indirectly, in any contract therewith, except 
for his lawful compensation as such officer. 
Any rector or officer who shall pay or de- 
clare, or aid in paying or declaring, any div- 
idend or creating any mortgage or pledge 
prohibited by this act shall be punished by 
imprisonment not exceeding two years, and 
by fine not exceeding $5,000. The proper Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States shall have 
jurisdiction to hear and determine all cases 
of mandamus to compel the said Union Pa- 
cific Railroad Oo. to operate its roads as ro- 
quired by law. 

VIOLATION NOT DENIED. 

The factthat the Union Pacific Railroad 
had violated nearly every provision of the 
law above quoted was not denied, even by 
the legal representatives of the road. The 
facts were so clear as to be beyond dispute. 
It was known, for instance, that the Union 
Pacific Rallroad had declared divi- 
Gends amounting to $27,000,000, without 
having earned them; that it had issued over 
$24,000,000 of stock to purchase the Kansas 
road, that it had granted a subsidy of $1,500,- 
000 to the Pacific Man; that it had guaranteed 
the interest on the bonds of other roads to 
the extent of $5,000,000; that it had allowed 
constructive mileage to other roads to the 
amount of $4,000,000; that it had spent 
$1,600,000 in maintaining its lobby, and 
had contributed $1,000,000 to the campaign 
funds of both political parties and that fully 
$10,000,000 had been taken outofthe Union 
Pacific on Kansas Pacific bonds. Here was 
an aggregate of $64,000,000—every dollar of 
it illegally applied by the directors ot the 
Union Pacific Railroad, wulle not a penny of 
the vast debt dae the Government had been 
paid. The recordof the case was perfectly 
clear, and the names of the persons who, as 
directors and stockholders, were the bene. 
fictartes of this misapplication of funds were 
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MR, BOATNER’S RESOLUTION. 

„gc. 1. Resolved, That suit be instituted in 
the name and beltalf of the United States 
against thé directors of the Union Pacific 
Rallroad Co., and the heirs and legal repre- 
sentatives of those who have died, for an 
accounting of the earnings of said railroad 
company under their several admunistra- 
tions, and forthe recovery from them of all 
sums of money, the property of said com- 
pany, unlawfully or fraudulently paid, 
diverted or disposed of to the prejudice of 
the creditors of said company and the 
United States, with interest thereon from 
the date when said sun was so paid, di- 
verted, or disposed of. 

„Sec. 2. That said suit or suits shall be in- 
stituted and conducted by counsel to be ap- 
pointed by the President, and who are not in 
the service of the said Union Pacific Rall- 
road Co. or of the directors aforesaid, and 
who were not in the service of the said 
directors during the period covered dy the 
unlawful acts for which they are sought to 
be held liable. 

‘*Sec, 4 That the Circuit Courts of the 
United States are hereby invested with juris- 
diction to entertain the suit or suits herein 
authorized to be instituted, and the same 
shall be tried by preference both in sald Cir- 
cuit Court or Courts and in any Appellate 
Court to which the same may be appealed. 

„Sec. 4. That all sums recovered under the 
operations of this act shall be applied to the 
payment of the amounts due by the Union 
Pacific Railroad Co, to the United States, and 
the sum of $100,000 or so much thereof as may 
be necessary is hereby appropriated out of 
any money in the Treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated to defray the cost of the suits 
aforesaid and the payments of such fees as 
the President may agree upon with the coun. 
sel whom he may appoint under the provis- 
ion of this act. 

**Provided, that the President may, in his 
discretion, contract with the counsel afore- 
said fora contingent fee not to exceed 5 per 
centum of the amount recovered.’’ 

DISPOSITION OF THE RESOLUTION. 

Mr. Boatner requested that the resolution 
be referred tothe Committee on Judiciary, 
of which he isa member. He made this re- 
quest forthe double purpose of having the 
practicability of bringing the proposed suits 
determined by the highest judicial authority 
of the House, and in order that he might ob- 
serve closely the progress of the resolution, 
and apply his own energies to securing a 
favorable report upon it. 

The reference to the Committee on Ju- 
diciary was made by Speaker Crisp, without 
protest, but Atty.-Gen. Olney’s friends, 
doubtless fearing that the Judiciary Commit- 
tee would recommend the passage of the 
resolution, have been busy on the floor since 
yesterday in an attempt to secure a change 
of reference of the resolution to the Commit- 
tee on PacifiC Railroads—a committee which 
has for ten years past proven a graveyard 
for all measures intended to compel the Pa- 
cific Railroads to disgorge their ill-gotten 
gains. 

Congressman Rellley of Pennsylvania, the 
Chairman of the Pacific Railroads Commit- 
tee, has been induced to question the refer- 
ence made by Speaker Crisp and to request 
a change, anda bitter wrangle promises to 
ensue, 

Mr. Boatner bases his claim that the reso- 
lution should be referred to the Judiciary 
Committee on the fact that the measure calls 
for the appointment of special law officers to 
bring special suits, ina manner not already 
provided for by law, and it is the opinions of 
Judge Culberson, Chairman ofthe Judiciary 
Committee, ahd of the best legal authorities 
in the House that Speaker Crisp’s reference 
is proper, and it is the only one tnat can be 
made to guarantee prompt and satisfactory 
action on the proposed measure. 

The Judiciary Committee will hold a meet- 
ing early next week, at which the resolution 
will be taken up for consideration, and there 
is every reason to believe that a favorable 
report will be made upon it at an early date. 

Should the resolution become a law, it is 
expected that the suits referred to will be in- 
stituted early in the summer and forced to a 
successful issue, without the aid of Atty.- 
Gen, Olney. W. L. CROUNSBE. 


Loss BY ABRASION. 


Curious Vact Connected With a Recent 
Big Shipment of Silver. 

Within the past few days the St. Louis Sub- 
Treasury has shipped $670,000 of ligat weight 
silver coin to New Orleans. The officials 
have made ita rule to conceal the dates of 
shipments of money, as well as 


the name of the express company and of the 
railroad which carried it. But the point of 
interest in the recent shipment is the 
loss, due to abrasion of coin, which the 
Government suffers. The weight of 1,000 
newly coined silver dollars is 59 pounds, 
whereas the average weight of the.670,000 
worn dollars shipped to New Orleans 
was 5 pounds. Thus it appears 
that the Government lost 6% pounds 
of silver on each $1,000, and 4, 187½ pounds on 
the whole consignment of $670,000. Further- 
more tne Government paid the express com- 
pany $1,876 for the transportation of the 
money, the rate being $2.80 per 31, 000.

DUESTROW’S PLEA. 


Says He Is Net Guilty of Muarder—No 
Longer Feigus Insanity, 


An arraignment of prisoners indicted by 
the recent Grand-jury was held this morning 
in the Criminal Court, and prominent among 
the forty-seven prisoners brought before the 
bar of justice to enter their pleas to the vari- 
ous charges against them was Ar- 
thur E. Duestrow, the siayer of 
his wife and child. Duestrow looked 
altogether a changed man this morning, as 
he tripped lightly up the steps and into the 
court-room, handeuffed to John Cane, a one- 
armed man, charged with burglary and lar- 
ceny. He showed no signs of insanity, but, 
on the contrary, looked like a 
person who was enjoying the best 
of health, mentally and pbysically. 
That wandering and ferocious glare of the 


eyes which he was wont to employ when first 
placed in jail, inthe hope of gaining sympa- 
thy as a paranolac, was missed altogether by 
the crowd of officers, fellow prisoners and 
spectators. He was neatly clad in a rk 
suit of clothes, wore russet shoes, the color 
of which was darkened and a neat 
white shirt collar and black 
tie. His hair as combed carefully 
eks’ stewbdbie on his lip. 
cheeksand chin ve to him a rather dissi- 
pated appearance. After a casual glance, 
however, it was — ane Duestrow was

trying to raise a full beard. 

When he reached the cage in the court- 
room Deputy Sheriff Joe Hatton unlocked his 
handcuffs and those of his companion in 
arraignment, and when his name was 
reached on the list he and John Emerson, a 
negro charged with murder in the frst de- 
gree also, were marchedto the Clerk’s rall- 
ing. Duestrow was arraignéd first. He lis- 
tened attectively and without the slighiest 
sign of nervousness to the reading of the in- 
dictment charging him with murder in the 
first degree in having inflicted upon his wife, 
Albertina, mortal wound with revolver. When 
Clerk Joseph Judge had finished the reading 
of the charge, he asked of the defendant: 

Ho do you pleed? guilty or not guilty?’’ 

The prisoner, still cool and self- possessed, 
but unlike all other prisoners, answered, 
**I will plead not guilty.’’ 

Who is your attorney?“ 

„Johnson, came the response, and the 
prisoner was led away to a chair 
near -.by. When Emerson had 
pleaded, Duestrow was handcuffed to John 
Burke, charged with burglary, and again re- 
manded to his cell in the jail. 

Of the other prisoners two of them pleade 1 
guilty. They were John Turpenny and Jones 
Byrnes, charged with burglarizing the Amer- 
ican Knife and Razor Co. They pleaded 
guilty to grand larceny and were each sen- 
tenced to two years in the penitentiary. *

Why St. Louis Telephone Girls Need Not 
Fellow the Chicago Reform. 


The announcement in the papers a few days 
ago that the Chicago manager of the Bell 
Telephone Co, had issued orders forbidding 
the telephone girls to wear skirts below their 
shoe tops not only raised a storm of indigna- 
tion among the fair sex generally of Chicago, 
but also in st. Louls, and the other large 
cities. It was looked upon as another impo- 
sition of the tyrant man. Chivalry was in- 
deed a dream if the women could not regu- 
late thelr own dress. Horrible visions of an 
enforced abandonment of the beloved corset 
rose up before the eyes of these frightened 


females,ana bitterjdenunciations were heaped 
upod the tnfortunate manager's head. 

But this rebelllon was only a mental one.
